THE STATE PRISON. 


Crrmanals Senteaced to the Peniten- 
taary Yesterday. 
The following cases were among those in which 


Judge Bruce pronounced sentence yesterday, 
vec * 
Martin n manslaughter, sentenced 


to ten years in the penitentiary. The prisoner 
earnestiy protested his innocence; said if he 
ever struck the woman whom he was charged 
with murdering he did not know it; that be had 
picked the woman up in the streets and had 
protected her, given her a home, and was never 
her husband. He said that the witnesses against 
him had not sworrj to the truth. 

James Clark, for larceny of clothing, sen- 
teneed to the penitentiary for one year. This 
prisoner withdrew his plea of not guilty and 
pieaded guilty.. On being asked by the Com- 
monwealth'’s Attorney why be had changed bis 
plea, he said the boys, meaning others of the 
prisoners sentenced, ‘‘were going to Frankfort, 
and he wanted to go along with them." 

John Adams, for receiving stolen property. 
sentenced to the penitentiary for two years. 
When this prisoner was asked by the court if he 
had anything to say why the penalty of thelaw 
should not be enforced, he made quite a long 
statement. asserting bis entire innocence of the 
crime. He compared bümself to our Saviour 
when he was being unjustiy condemned by Pon- 
tius Pilate; and again, when taiking of the argu- 
ment of bis lawyers, said that they wandered 
about from point to point, like the childten of 
Israel mtbhe wilderness. Adams said he knew 
nothing wbatever of the robbery committed by 
his daughter Lilly (whose case is given below) 
and that he had done all he could to prevent the 
daughter from leading a riotous life. His speech 
was very rambling, and, in some points, quite 
foolish, but he did not hesitate to put the blame 
on his daughter. 

Lilty Adame, for grand larceny, was senteneed 
to the penitentiary for one year. This was in- 
deed a hard case, Lilly Adams is a little giri 


a tender, rather weill-raised child. She was 
reared in this city. When sbe was but two or 
three years old her parents moved to the city 
from Somerset county, Pehnsylvania. Her 
mother has tried to teach her the precepts of 
virtue, and to give her a Christiag education. 
She regularly attended a city school in the u- 
per-end for nearly four years, -and during that 
time also regularly attended a Sunday-school on 
Cab le street. She has been leading a life of 
shame for only a few months. She was per- 
sunded to it by some evil associates she had 
tormed, and yielded partly at first for the pur - 
pose of covertly bettering the fortunes of her 
parents. She says her father is not guilty of the 
crime charged against him, aad that she would 
giadly serve out nis time in the penitentiary if 
she could do se. She pleaded guilty to the 
indictment against her, and the jury gave her 
the shortest term—one year. Every member of 
the jury expressed his willingness to sign a pet!- 
tion for her pardon, believing that the perma, 
nent injury she would receive by aterm in the 
penitentiary u ould overbalance the good to the 
public by a vindication of the ia in her case. 
The appearance of this prisoner before the 
court when receiving her sentence was indeed 
sad apd pitiful. It is doubtful if there was ® 
single person in the court room at the time who 
would not have been glad to see her released. 
But the law was inexorable; all the jury could 
do waa to Gnd a verdict of guilty, giving ber the 
shortest term in the State prison, and all that 
the Judge could do was to pass the sentence 
upon her. =

In our article yesterday we demonstrated the 
importance of the development of the Keatucky 
eoal fields as the only sointion of the question of 
cheap and unlimited supply of coal for our man- 
ufacturers and citizens. 

The only plan for this development is for 
Loutsville to invest some of the capital which 
we are in the habit of investing in Pittsburgh 
coal in the spring, in order to provide against 
high prices, and devote it to the mining and 
bringing of this coal to market. Every acre of 
coal land on the E. and P. railread contains four 
workable veins of good coal, of an average thick- 
ness of five feet each, which makes 700,000 bush- 
els of coal to the acre. These lands 
can now be purchased at twenty dollars 
per acre, making the whole cost of an annual 
supply of twelve millions of bushels in the 
ground not to exceed $400, Owing to the advan- 
tageous location of these ‘anda, and their prox- 
imity to the Elizabethtown and rail 
road, the works for opening and opepating mines ; 
can be constructed at a comparé@tively small 
eost. A cofpany organized with a cash capital 
of fifty thousand dollars could purchase a suff 
cient quantity ot oo land for all their purpoges, 
erect j roper machinery for successful mining, 
provide houses for miners and sufficient carta 
and depots in this city for delivery, and could 

urnish to the city a daily supply of seven thou- 
sand five hundred busbels, or an annual supply 
of two millions of bushels. Six companies or- 
ganized upon this basis could furnish the city 
with all the coal that she would require, and it 
could be delivered as consumers might want it, 
without the becessity of locking up i@ our coal- 
houses so much uiproductive capital as is now 
the case. 

These companies could be organized upon a mu- 
tual badis, as is the case in all other large cities,

She regularly attet ded a city school in the u- 
per end for nearly four years, and during that 
time also regularly attended a Sunday-school on 
Cable street. She has been loading a life of 
shame for only a few months, She was per- 
suatied to it by some evil associates she had 
tormed, and yielded partly at fret for the pur- 
pose of covertly bettering the fortunes of her 
parents. She says her father is not guilty of the 
crime charged against him, aad that she would 
giediy serve out nis time in the penitentiary if 
she could do so. She pleaded guilty to the 
indictment against her, and the jury gave her 
the shortest term—one year. Every member of 
the jury expressed his willingneés to sign a peti- 
tion for her pardon, believing that the perma, 
nent injury she would receive by a term in the 
penitentiary ¥ ould overbalance the good to the 
public by a vindication of the ta in her case. 

The appearance of this prisoner before the 
court when receiving her sentence was indeed 
gad apd pitiful It is doubtful if there was @. 
single person in the court-room at the time who 
would not have been glad to see her released. 
But the law was inexorable; all the jury could 
do was to Gad e verdict of guilty, giving her the 
shortest term in the State prison, and all that 
the Judge could do was to pass the sentence 
upon her.

THE COAL QUESTION. 

The Neg te Relief and Remedy for 
High i’rices—How We May de 
Blessed. 

In our article yesterday we demonstrated the 
importance of the development of the Ker®ucky 
eoal fields as the only sointion of the question of 
cheap and unlimited supply of coal for oar man- 
ufacturers and citizens. 

The only plan for this development is for 
Louisville to invest some of the capital which 
we are in the habit of investing in Pittsburgn 
coal in the spring, tn order to provide against 
high prices, and devote it to the mining and 
bringing of this coal to market. Every acre of 
coal land on the E. and P. railread contains four 
workable veins of good coal, of an average thick- 
ness of five feet each, which makes 700,000 bush- 
ela of coal to the acre. These lands 
can now be purchased at twenty dollars 
per acre, making the whole cost of an annual 
supply of twelve millions of bushels in the 
ground not to exceed $400, Owingto the advan- | 
tageous location of these ‘anda, and their prox- 
imity to the Elizabethtown and Padueah rail- 
road, the works for opening and operating mines 
can be constructed at a comparstively small 
eost. A cofmpany organized with a cash capital 
of fifty thousand dollars could purchase a suffi- 
cient quantity of coal hand for all their purpoges, 
erect i roper machinery for successful mining, 
provide houses for miners and sufficient carts 
and depots in this city for delivery, and could 

urnish to the city a daily supply of seven thou - 

sand five hundred busbels, or an annual supply 
of two millions of bushels. Six companies or- 
ganized upon this basis could furnish the city 
with all the coal that she would require, end it 
could be delivered as consumers might want it, 
without the hécessity of locking up i@ our coal- 
houses so much unproductive capital as is now 
the case. 

These companies could be organized upon a mu- 
tual basis, as is the case in all other large cities, 
say in shares of the value of $100 and each stock- 
holder for every share of stock should be en- 
titled to receive annually ten tons of coal at its 
net cost to the company and bea shar r accor ig 
to his interest in the profits of the company, upon 
their sales to outside parties. Companies or- 
ganized upon this mutual basis would be able, 
we think, to deliver coal at the depot of the 
Louisville and Nashyille Railroad to their own 
stockholders at a net cost of 10 cents per bush- 
ol, and to other consumers at @ profit of 2 cents 
per bushel. The cost of delivery over the city 


would bavetobe added to this estimate, but 
t not to exceed 2 cents per bushel.
